1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The cited art of record fails to teach a pseudo- fractal antenna comprising a radiator 
proximate to a dielectric having an effective length formed in a first pseudo-fractal geometry, 
the radiator including at least one section formed in a fractal geometry and at least one section 
formed in a non-fractal geometry wherein the at least one radiator non-fractal geometry section 
formed further from the transmission line interface than the at least one radiator fractal 
geometry section as defined in claims 3, 25 and 66, or the counterpoise having an effective 
electrical length formed in a pseudo-fractal geometry as defined in claims 1 and 32, or an balun 
antenna feed having a transmission line interface, a radiator and a counterpoise wherein the 
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radiator and the counterpoise being formed on the dielectric layer in a pseudo-fractal pattern 
and connected to balun lead port and lag port respectively as defined in claims 46 and 54. 
Therefore, claims 3-17, 19-21,25-41, 43-55, 58, 62-63 and 66 are presently allowed.
